Revenue Sharing Approved 


House Insists ‘No Strings Attached’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The House wants to continue 
sharing federal tax revenue 
with 
local 
governm ents 
without new civil rights 
requirements or other major 
strings. 
The 
controversial 
ex­ 
tension of the revenue- 
sharing program, which will 
pump $25 billion into 38,000 
localities and states over the 
next four years, passed 361 
to 35 late Thursday and was 
sent to the Senate. 
A 
series 
of 
votes 
guaranteed that recipients of 
the funds will not be subject 
to strong antidiscrimination 
standards, w ill not be forced 
to pay prevailing union 
wages on every project, and 
will not have to come back to 
Congress each year for a 
new appropriation. 
The vote not to require 
new civil rights or union 
wage standards was 233 to 
172 on a motion by Rep. L. II.

Many Democrats wanted 
to kill the revenue-sharing 
idea altogether, but were 
unable to generate enough 
support Opponents say the 
federal government, with a 


$76 billion deficit this year, 
has no revenue to share and 
should use its funds for 
specific federal programs. 
Supporters argue local 
governm ents 
will 
spend 
federal 
tax 
money 
more 
wisely than W ashington 
They said revenue sharing is 
the “ most efficient” of all 
federal programs, operated 
by only IOO persons.

(UPI) — The Texas Railroad Commission 
has authorized a 22.5 per cent increase in the average 
monthly bill of customers served by F&M Gas Co. in the 
unincorporated town of Imperial. 
Under present rates, a custom er’s monthly bill for 10,000 
cubic feet of gas is $19.75. The increase approved Thursday 
will raise that figure to $24.50. The commission said F&M 
will incur expenses of $32,401 in providing natural gas and 
services to its customers and will need $33,425 in gross 
revenues to make a 3.05 per cent rate of return.

Is secular humanism a religion° The US Supreme Court 
held it so. eonian in his debate for the amendment cited a 
1961 rn.mg: secular humanism is indeed a religion It is a 
school of thought, a philosophy, advanced by those who deny 
the being of Clod 
eonian demanded that the preferential fundings for 
secular humanism be halted. Such favored treatment in 
public schools is, he told Ins colleagues, a “rebuke to the tens 
of millions of Christian and Jewish men and women and 
children in America who do believe in God....There is no 
reason why we should he funding a religion that is hostile to 
the Christian viewpoint." 
The humanists in the House, and th ere a rea batch of them, 
kicked and screamed and yelled. But. God is “ in" this year 
The eonian amendment carried. 222 to 174 
As far as I’m concerned, there is no “ Partisan line" when 
it com es to faith in God. He is not a Republican. Or a 
Democrat. But, it is interesting to note that, with the e x ­ 
ception of a few cross-overs, most of the congressmen who 
voted “Yes" on Conlan’s amendment were Republican. And. 
most of those who voted for the continued funding of secular 
humanism were liberal Democrats.
